W a r— People Here Are Solidly Behind 
President, and It is Believed Germane 


W ill Continue to Uphold T heir Ruler.

W ashington, 
Sept. 
12.—[Special.]— 
One reason for the failure of tho ap­ 
peals to the G erm an people to over­ 
throw the Hohenzollerns and the pres­ 
ent G erm an governm ent may bo ex­ 
plained by quoting a line from a corre­ 
spondent in Europe, w ho spoke of the 
G erm an people us “voiceless" in shap­ 
ing their affairs. 
Ho w as w riting from 
a G erm an viewpoint. 
In tim e of w ar and, to some extent, 
in m aking w ar the people of ti country 
arc “ voiceless.” 
T h e people of G er­ 
m any and some other countries now 
deep in the greatest w ar the world 
has ever known had little voico in 
m aking the war. 


T hs One Man Power. 
Ju st as the kaiser w as tile one m an 
power in G erm any so w as the presi­ 
dent the one m an pow er In the United 
States. Everybody knows th a t t i e w ar 
resolution was urged by the president. 
And tho people of this country have 
rallied to the support of tho president. 
It Is fair to assum e th a t th© people 
of G erm any likewise and as earnestly 
rallied to the support of tho Germ an 
emperor. 


Alm ost a V ain Hope. 
If we look at the situation from this 
point of view it would seem to be al­ 
most a vain hop© Hint the G erm an peo­ 
ple will rise in revolution, overthrow 
the G erm an governm ent nnd 
make 
nonce. 
Imagine how such a suggestion 
would go in tills country, iii England 
or in France. 
In every part of tills 
country the peace propagandists arouse 
hostility and are refused permission to 
(mid their meetings. 
It seems alm ost certain th at the war 
must bo fought until G erm any realizes 
that she Is Iwaten. 
Will Suppress Seditious Utterances. 
With tw o court decisions, one in the 
north aud the other in tho south, to j 
sustain him P ostm aster G eneral Burle­ 
son is determ ined to suppress seditious 
utterances or a t least prevent their 
circulation through the mails. 
Con­ 
gress did not enact a censorship law, 
lait In the espionage act It gave the 
postm aster general an authority that 
is good enough censorship as fnr as 
tile malls go. 
Many publications are 
absolutely dependent upon the mails, 
and if they come under th e bun they 
cannot reach the people.
